Its two 
provisions call for “a just 
solution and declare that the 
“Palestine question is a dan 
ger to peace 

It is obvious what Nasser 
means by a “just solution.” 
but at least the language is 
not that of the Bandung or 
Cairo conference, nor as pro- 
vocative as that used in the 
joint Moscow statement.
